Pennsylvania Alerted 
Against Menace of Flood

Thawing weather moving across the northern half of the nation 
from the west toward the snow-buried east increaged the possibility 
of eastern floods last night, particularly 9 Pennsylvania.

5,300 PRISONERS TAKEN 

Announcing the capture of 
more than 5,300 prisoners, the So- 
viet high command also an- 
nounced the fall of the East Prus- 
sian fortress of Kreuzburg and 
confirmed enemy reports of a re- 
newed offensive toward Moravska- 
Ostrava, the “Pittsturgh of 
Czechoslovakia.” 

The encirclement of Kuestrin 
apparently was forged by Soviet 
infantry which won bridgeheads 
on the west bank of the Oder at 
Kienitz. 10 miles northwest of 
Kuestrin, and opposite Goerlitz, 
across the Oder in four or five 
places along a 40-mile front 31 to 
43 miles from Berlin. Von Ham- 
mer said Zhukov was preparing 
to pour tank formations into the 
bridgeheads “to starf the planned 
large-scale attack on the Reich 
capital.” 

Sixteen miles south of Kuestrin, 
the other outer guard of Berlin— 
the fortress city of Frankfurt-on- 
the-Oder—was threatened with en- 
circlement, enemy broadcasts in- 
dicated. 

Soviet infantry in the bridge- 
head opposite Goerlitz were strik- 
ing south. Three miles below 
Frankfurt, another Russian foot- 
hold was “expanded somewhat in 
the last 24 hours,” the enemy 
Transocean agency said. These 
Soviet forces apparently were 
seeking to link west of Frankfurt, 
33 miles east of Berlin, and cut 
the superhighway between Frank- 
furt and the capital. 

Frankfurt. a city of 85,000, is 
mainly on the Oder's west bank. 
Soviet artillery kept up a relent- 
less shelling. aided by Soviet 


spotter planes which pin-pointed | 


strongpoints. 

Forty-three miles southeast of 
Berlin and 14 miles south of 
Frankfurt, Soviet troops were lay- 
ing siege to the west bank town 
of Fuerstehberg, the Nazis said.

STREET BATTLES

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County's Aid 
To Churches 
seen as Peril 


Danger to the principle of re- 
ligious liberty is seen by the Rev. 
Louie D. Newton in the practice 
of Fulton county commissioners in 
having the county perform free 
work for churches. 

Dr. Newton is pastor of the 
Druid Hills Baptist church. He 
said that the list of churches aided 
by the county published by The 
Constitution is incomplete. The 
list was published after Commis- 
sioner I. Gioer Hailey, at Wed- 
nesdays meeting of the county 
commission, informed a_ delega- 
tion from a Baptist church re- 
questing free county labor and 
materials, that compliance with 
such a request would be a viola- 
tion of law. He said that the 
county's illegal church projects 
were rivalling other county pub- 
lic works. 

“This situation,” said Dr. New- 
ton, is in direct violation of the 
cherished principle of religious 
liberty and its inevitable corol- 
lary, the complete separation of 
church and state. Whenever and 
wherever and however the state 
supports the church, directly or 
indirectly, it has the right to dic- 
tate to the church; and history 
tells us plainly enough what that 
can lead to. On the other hand, 
whenever and wherever and how- 
ever the church brings the state 
under its obligtion, it may claim 
the right to dictate to the state; 
and history is equally vocal in tell- 
ing us that sad story. 

“There is but one course of ac- 
tion consistent with Christian 
teaching and the principles of 
democracy, namely, a free church 
in a free state. 

“But when we read in The Con- 
stitution that 53 churches received 
free service from the public works 
department of Fulton county in 
1944, totaling $26,776, it is enough 
to make every Christian citizen 
in the community weep. Upon 
investigation, I find that the list 
as published in The Constitution 
is not complete, which makes the 
situation all the worse. I have 
asked for a complete list of all 
free service on the part of the 
county to churches since 1940, 
which I intend to use in a reso- 
lution to be offered at the meet- 
ing of the Baptist ministers next 
Monday. I am concerned to get 
all the facts involved. 

“Meanwhile, we have Commis- 
sioner I. Gloer Halley and The 
Constitution to thank in bringing 
this deplorable and _ regrettable 
situation to the attention of our 
community.”

ot THE PEOPLES BANK on 
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ALL DECIDED IN PEOPLE'S INTEREST 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 

With the unanimous backing of 
the house, the proposed revised 
constitution—complete with home 
rule, constitutional penal board 
and merit system—goes before the 
senate next week. When approved 
by the senate, the document will 
be submitted to the people for 
ratification, probably next August. 

The revised edition, as approved 
by the house, is built arouad the 
vital portions of the constitution 
of 1867 with its numerous year-to 
year changes. It eliminates con 
tradictory and over-lapping. pro- 
visions. And it brings up-to-date 
the document adopted during 
Georgia’s reconstruction days. 

There was only one item that 
the house did not settle: Whether 
a governor can succeed himself. 
The solons left this up to the 
people themselves. It voted to 
put two amendments in the pro- 
posed constitution on this matter 
—one banning the governor from 
succeeding himself, and the other 
permitting a governor to serve un- 
limited terms, The people will 
strike out the amendment they op- 
pose. 

IN PEOPLE’S INTEREST 

Gov. Arnall observed that the 

house decided in the people’s in- 


terest on every controversial issue. 
He did not list these items, but 
the following stand out: 

1. Abolished a 100-year proper- 
ty tax exemption on the Georgia 
railroad and the Southwestern 
railroad, anc also outlawed 
practice of cities and counties 
granting tax freedom to entice cor- 
porations to their localities, 

2. Broke up what many termed 
a monopoly for the power busi- 
ness by permitting cities and coun- 
ties to issue revenue certificates 
for the purpose of operating their 
own gas and power plants. 

3. Retained the people’s voice 
in their schools, by defeating a 
pPoposal that .oth county school 
superintendents and school boards 
be appointive, rather than elective. 
The house kept the present prac- 
tice of electing the county super- 
intendents by the people. 

4. Struck the poll tax from the 
constitution (as well as from the 
statute books). 


HOME RULE SECTION 

The home rule section, adopted 
by a vote of 122 to 9, makes it 
mandatory on the legislature to 
offer optional plans of home rule 
for cities and counties. Some of 
these optional plans must include 
initiative, referendum and recall 
features. 


,in addition to this main section, 
the house granted broad powers to 
counties and cities in other amend- 
ments, and took steps to prevent 
the local people from being 
wronged ‘either by the general as- 
sembly itself or by the people of 
the state at large. 

It ended the system under which 
the -people of the state can force 
a local constitutional amendment 
on a local community. It provides 
that in the future a local consti- 
tutional amendment must win a 
majority of the votes in the area 
affected, as well as from the 
state at large. 

The house made it impossible

for a local elective official to be 
legislated out of office. His job 
not only is protected, but the 
house adopted an amendment pro 
tecting the official's effectiveness, 
by stating a legislator cannot in- 
crease the members of s local 
elective board — unless approved 
in a referendum. 

No longer will it be possible for 
a senator or representative to slip 
a local bill through the legislature 
without his home town people 
knowing of it. The solon must ad- 
vertise his bill, and make this ad- 
vertisement a part of the bill so 

can be filed with the records. 

oves to slash the number of 
local amendments added from 
time to time to the constitution 
were taken by the house. It gave 
the legislature authority to permit 
cities and counties to do their own 
zoning. And, it added an emer: 
gency three per cent hond limit 
to a city’s bonding powers—letting 
a city float a three per cent bond 
for a five-year period, in addition 
to the regular seven per cent bond 
for a 30-year period. Most amend- 
ments to the constitution have 
‘dealt with bond issues and zoning, 
observers said. 
COUNTY FOWERS 

Aimed at preventing a person 
from “staying away from the polls 
and, in effect, casting two votes 
against a bond issve,” the house 
adopted an amendment making it 
easier for cities and counties to 
float a bond issue. 

The house handed out a large 
number of new powers to coun- 
ties, virtually giving them the 
right to offer city advantages to 
rural dwellers. Under the pro- 
posed constitution, the counties 
can levy taxes to build airports, 
water and sewerage lines, parks, 
libraries, and collect garbage. 
They also can levy taxes to set 
up retirement systems: for county 
employes, and to pay workmen’s 
compensation claims. And they 
can set aside reserve funds for 
future projects. 

One thing the counties wanted 
that they did not get—and here 
again, the house probably was 
speaking in the interest of the 
people—was the right to delay 
payment ef condemnation settle- 
ment until after a project was 
completed. The counties wanted 
to pay actual damage to a citi- 
zen’s property, rather than guess 
at the cost. But the house de- 
cided to retain the requirement 
that the counties must pay for 
land before they damage it.

The house also added 
another sum of money to school 
aid. It voted to subject home 
steads to school taxes. Home- 
steads now are exempted up to 
$2,000 on school as well as other 
forms of taxation, except for 
bonded indebtedness. 

To improve the _ courts, the 
house voted to give all judges 
from superior court to supreme 
court $1,000 a year salary raises. 
It added a seventh justice to the 
supreme court, and made it possi- 
ble for another judge to be added 
to the appellate court. To speed 
up court work, it enabled supe- 
rior court judges to render judg- 
ments in uncontested civil cases, | 
without a jury. 

The house voted to raise the, 
next Governor’s pay from $7,500 | 
to $12,000. And it hiked the sala 
ries of the members of the next 
legislature from $9 a day to $15, It 
increased the senate membership 
by two to make possible a more 
équitable distribution of counties 
in senatorial districts. 

All that is what the house did 
do.

We are told that plans for Germany are in the making at the 
conference being held by Robdsevelt, Churchill and Stalin. The first 
step in planning must be to eliminate contraditions. A purpose 
must be set; the means for achieving it must be provided: and 
emotional aberrations must be suppressed. For emotions go ill 
with planning. No one needs a plan to keep on being mad. 


New certain purposes are incompatible. You can have repara- 
tions, but then not security by de-industrialization. You can elim- 
inate an industrial competitor, but then you cannot use German 
industries for the reconstruction of Europe. You can truncate Ger- 
many and evacuate the population into the remnants, but then you 
can’t de-industrialize the rest without planned famine. You can 
decide that all Germans are equally guilty, but you cannot then 


_logically punish the Nazis especially or liquidate junkerism. 


And there are certain laws of economics that defy bayonets. Two 
times two is four in victory or defeat. 

On February 1, Charles E. Egan cabled from London to the 
New York Times what he has learned is the consensus of United 
Nations specialists on a postwar program for Germany. I think 
the word “consensus” is wrong. It must be an addition of the 
seperate ideas of 20 specialists at least. Adding 20 ideas does not 
produce one idea or one comprehensible plan. 


To be specific: Germany’s mercahnt marine, 
F or Example commercial airlines, synthetic oil and rubber 
plants, and chemical industries will be taken out of her hands. 
The two first will be operated by United Nations interests. The 
other activities mentioned will be Gestroyed or transported out- 
side the postwar borders of the Reich. The Reich is to be made 
dependent on imports carried by United Nations shipping, for much 
of her foodstuffs, and for the raw materials which she will need 


to meet essential home requirements and manufacture the goods. 


she must pay to victimized nations in the form of reparations. 
Countries wanting German laborers will get them. And the stand- 
ard of living for years will not be permitted to equal any of the 
nations she ravaged. 

So, to summarize, Germany is to be deprived of her most pro- 
ductive industries, stripped of labor, shorn (by the Russian-Polish 
plan, not mentioned above) of her eastern territory and heavy 
Silesian industry, and is to continue to maintain the Hitler level 
of production, for the benefit of her victims. 

Dear Henry Kaiser: You are a great industrial organized. Will 
you take on this job? 

There is this to say for the Carthaginian peace. Carthage was 
destroyed, but the Romans didn’t expect reparations, too. Either 
Germany is to be the goose that lays the golden eggs or the goose 
to be cooked, but she can’t be cooked and continue to lay. And all 
the feelings of revenge in the world can’t extort eggs from a cooked 


goose. 
: And, of course, if we opt for the eggs, there’s 
The Spoils the question of dividing them. Anyone who has 
ever attended a family row over a will looks forward to trouble. 
“United Nations interests’ cannot exist in a division of spoils. 

And is there a shortage of eggs? Are most of the countries of 
the world longing for free industrial products or for foreign labor? 

On the contrary, the universal world problem is how to employ 
one’s own labor, keep one’s own factories going, and find markets. 

One part of the world could use both, the Soviet Union. But 
we are counting on helping our own economy by selling machinery 
and goods to the Soviets! We look forward to that as one of our 
most hopeful markets. Do we eliminate the German competitor by 
forcing him to deliver, for nothing, goods produced at substandard 
wages, to the market where we want to sell goods produced by 
highly-paid American labor? 

I wonder what Stalin will think of a “plan” like this, if it is laid 
before him. He can only think that we have al! gone insane. 
Stalin is not a believer in the capitalist system, and it is hardly 
his business to prevent it from destroying itself. To create a sub- 
standard class of workers to bump goods in the form of repara- 
tions into a world which when the war ceases will be confronted 
with a problem of overproduction; to expand Allied productive 
apparatus by transferring to ourselves the most important German 
industries; and them to disemploy our own workers and lose our 
own markets, is a revenge much less against the Germans than 
against ourselves.

Youths Who Believed 
Whole World Decent 


After a lifetime which has passed through 
the p@riati of two world wars, a lifetime which 
has witnessed the most outrageous isternational 
all history, a lifetime which has seen a criminal 
mount to world power by demagoguery and deceit, it is sometimes 
diffiéult to think back and remember the days when, in late ’teens 
or early ‘twenties, we went blithely along life’s way, happy and 
serene in the unquestioned faith that, with rare exceptions, man- 
kind as a whole were kind and decent and gentle folk, whose 
word was as good as their bond, or better, and who would cure, 
if they could, all causes for human suffering, either individual or 
enmasse. 

There were three of us, in those days. Three lads beginning 
life, with warm friendship for each other, with constant eagerness 
for knowledge, with bright curiosity into cause and effect in any 
manifestation. 

We met, frequently, at each other’s homes. We went for long, 
quiet walks in the dusk of evening, discussing and arguing, tasting 
the new adventure of free, untrammeled thought. 

We were vain in our new manhood, proud in the use of lan- 
guage but, beyond all other qualities, supremely innocent of any 
suspicion that the world was other than a good and kindly place, 
that it could be a place of human agony and horror. 
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Yes, we knew there had been wars 
They Were Far Away in the past. But even so recent a 
conflict as the Franco-Prussian war, less than half a century back, 
was dim and distant, a horror that belonged only in the history 
books, that had no direct contact with a world as pleasant and as 
good as the one we knew. 

Yes, there were wars, in some parts of the world, even in our 
time. We read of the Spanish-American War, but that was far 
away, a thing which did not impinge upon three lads strolling 
through Sefton Park, Liverpool, on a summer evening. 

And there was the Boer war, in which, we never questioned, 
gallant and heroic British troops were fighting to right a mysterious 
wrong, of some sort, that the thickheaded Boers had perpetrated 
against Britishers.. And, whenever “foreigners” wronged even one 
Briton, we knew, the whole might of the empire was dedicated 
to avenge that wrong. 

Some of our acquaintances had gone away, in uniform, to South 
Africa. Some did not come back. Nevertheless, we remained 
either stupid or dumb or idealistic as far as war was concerned. 

+ : I doubt if ever in my life I ever felt 
A Morning in 1914 greater shock of disbelief than on that 
morning in 1914 when word came that Britain had declared war 
against a Germany which had termed its treaty with Belgium noth- 
ing but “a scrap of paper.” 

Britain, 1 knew, was right. To respect her own treaty with 
Belgium was the only course for a nation and for men of honor. 

But war was not something that involved the English-speaking 
nations. It was an insanity that might affect strange foreigners, 
such as Germans or Russians or French, who spoke, incompre- 
hensible jargons of their own instead of, sensibly, learning to speak 
English. 

Long before that date, the Liverpool trio had been separated, but 
it was not until the actual beginning of World War I that. this 
member of that group ever dreamed of war actually touching his 

ople, either in his new, adopted land, or in the oi country of 

is nativity. 

All three of the trio still live, in this year of World War IT, 1945. 
One limps on a leg stiffened when shrapnel and high explosive 
wrecked the tank which he drove when tanks were new and strange 


monsters in that war of 30 years ago. 

Recently a letter that awoke memories 
At Last, We Learn of the happiness of those old days of 
unquestioned peace, when the three of us walked and talked to- 
gether, came across the ocean. 

And the contrast between the innocence of the then and the 
ser realities of the now was emphasized by some remarks in that 
etter. 

It will take many years, probably generations, before it is 
again possible for young men to live and to talk and to plan their 
lives in full confidence that war belongs only inside the history 
books, that brutality of man toward man is a crime rarer and far 
away, that hunger, horror, tragedy cannot touch a man’s life if 
only he works honestly, respects his own honor and that of others 
and walks as a decent citizen, obeying the law and performing 
his duties as a citizen and as a good neighbor. 

But, someday, that sense of security and of a decent world will 
be reborn. Then, and only then, can we find a new innocence, 
a new happiness, and a comradeship of faith as youths walk and 
talk together along the quiet pathways of peace.

Rogues were quick to detect 
this weakness, and for generations 
have preyed upon us by using 
false labels.

The label that is misused most 
successfully is that of “Labor.” 

When the repeal of prohibition 
spoiled the :ackets of underworld 
characters, some of them turned 
greedy eyes upon the fat treasuries 
of organized workers. What could 
be nicer, they asked, than the pow- 
er to tax several thousand unsus- 
pecting wage earners? 

How these men, with criminal 
records and little or no experi- 
ence as toilers, gained control of 
established unions, remains a mys- 
tery to the general public. But 
they did it; and once they were 
in control, the Labor label made 
them sacred cows. Anybody who 
criticized or tried to expose them 
was branded as an enemy of all 
organized workers. 

Now, it is common knowledge 
that most of the old unions are 
useful and intelligent organiza- 
tions served by leaders who are 
as competent and’ honorable as 
any public servants. And some 
union bosses who exploit and rob 
their members are not criminals. 
But “Labor” is a label now used to 
conceal much rascality and much 
abuse of helpless’ workers, and 
the situation can be mended only 
by law. 

Therefore it would seem #fair 
and reasonable to ask all candi- 
dates a few questions such as 
these:

Manila the Symbol 
Of Things To Come 


WASHINGTON. — Gen. MacArthur’s recon- 
a quest of the Philippines, symbolized by the fall 
patie: of Manila, may be said to mark a definite turn- 

ing point in the war in the Pacific. 

From here out the Japs are doomed to a certain and more speedy 
defeat. All military observers have agreed that once we recaptured 
the islands it would, be possible to put definite limits on the out- 
look for ending the Pacific war. 

Most competent observers now seem to Believe we can knock 
Japan out in another year of fighting—perhaps sooner, depending 
on ~ internal upheaval that may result from MacArthur's con- 
quest. 

Hence we may look forward to 1946 as a year for the restora- 
tion Bf world peace. Germany is now on her last legs. If she 
survives the monumental blows of the present Russian winter offen- 
sive, which many military men doubt that she will, she will cer- 
tainly go down before the coming Allied onslaught in the spring. 
The days of the Nazis are definitely numbered. 

The fall of Manila places the Japs in a comparable position. It 
throws the door wide open to coming frontal attacks aimed not only 
at Formosa and China, but the Japanese home islands as well. 

To appreciate the importance of the Philippines in the Pacific 
war, it is necessary only to point out something that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur himself has said. Our victory there enables him to throw 
his forces athwart the Japanese lifeline leading from the home 
islands to all the valuable territory they have conquered in the 


South Pacific—Malaya, Indo-China and Burma. 
From Luzon, principal island of the Philippine 


China Next? archipelago, the distance to China is only some 
700 miles. That is only about three hours’ flying time for MacAr- 
thur’s bombers. It is much less for our Superfortresses. 

Once Luzon is cleaned up of remaining Jap resistance and air 
bases of the island are restored to normal functioni MacArthur 
will be able to throw an iron air patrol across the na sea to 
the Chinese mainland. No Japanese ship will be able to cross this 
line. Our planes will be able to spot them coming or going a hun- 
dred miles in-either direction. Surface and air interceptors will 
be ready to sink them on sight. 

And that means that Japan can no longer depend on supplies 
of rubber, iron, foodstuffs and other products of the rich territory 
she has taken in the south. She will be thrust back on her home 
islands almost entirely tor maintenance of her war effort. Nothing 
could be more disastrous for her. 

But the Philippines are important to us in two other ways. First, 
it gives us the marshaling grounds for mounting further and final 
great offensives against Japan. | 

Second, it restores the honor and the prestige we lost through- 
out the Orient when the Japanese hauled down the American flag 
at Manila and raised in its place the emblem of the Rising Sun. 


Now the Japs have suffered a loss of face even 
Loss of F ace worse than that inflicted on us by their initial 
capture of the Philippines. Throughout Asia, where half of the 
world’s population resides, the people now know that the boasted 
superiority of the little monkey men of Japan was nothing but a 
myth. We have chased them out of what they gained by treachery 
and surprise, and soon will be cornering them like rats in their 
own den. 

Considering the fatal copsequences of their loss, it is a source 
of some mystery to military men why the Japs did not put up a 
greater fight to hold the Philippines. After landing on Luzon, 
Gen. MacArthur was able to march direct to Manila without a 
single battle of marked proportions. We are yet to see evidence 
of the forces the Japs were supposed to have on the island. 

Perhaps the answer lies in the damage we inflicted on them in 
Leyte, where we killed upwards of 130,000 men. We probably 
destroyed the bulk of their Philippines forces in those preliminary 
operations, while the severe beating we gave their navy made it 
impossible to bring in reinforcements. 

But something else is indicated by the ease with which Mac- 
Arthur has recaptured Manila It speils a growing inner weakness 
of Japan. The toll of ships and men we have taken in the past 
three years in our fight back to the Philippines is beginning to tell. 

Manila is the symbol of things to come.

Too Much in the Dark 


WASHINGTON.—Recently Collier’s magazine 

released a little prose ode composed several years 

“He ago by Franklin D. Roosevelt and sent to the editor, 

Henry Cossitt, about newspaper reporters, which runs in part like 


this: 


“To the reporter. He is every- 
where. 

“His perception, his intelligence, 
encom all men, all things. 
His eyes scan the earth surveying 
its tragedies and comedies, its men 
of wealth and poverty.” 


A very pretty sentiment. 
cites a warm glow in Washington 
newspapermen, along with others, 
for everybody likes to be a hero. 

But the reporter is not every- 
where today, Mr. President. 

He is at all the battlefronts, 
slogging alone with*the troops, 
getting in the way of bullets some- 
times—quite a number of the clan 
have been killed in line of duty. 

But he is not around where one 
of the biggest stories of the war is 
breaking, the Big Three meeting. 
President. Roosevelt said “‘no.” Re- 
porters knew about that story. But 
could they even tell there was a 
story? No, again. 

It broke all around in rumors 
from here and there, even from 
Germany, and finally Sir Walter 
Citrine, British trade union lead- 
er, calmly spilled it in the house 
of commons. But newspaper re- 
porters at the White House still 
were muzzled. Jonathan Daniels, 
and all he could offer, squirming 
around uncomfortably in his new 
role, was that, after all, Sir Wal- 
ter’s announcement was not offi- 
cial. It did, however, make page 
one in American newspapers. 

Mr. Daniels finally relented to 
let White House reporters say 
something like “‘the Big Three are 
mee accordi to sources 
abroad,” but you had to put in 
that “according to sources abroad.” 
Then, later in the day, he was 
removed from his hot seat by a 
formal White House release which 
finally admitted officially that the 


Big Three were meeting—several | 


days late. 

It's strange business. 

You couldn't breathe, either, 
that Harry Hopkins and Ed Stet- 
tinius, secretary,of state, were out 
of town, but the two of them were 
interviewed and photographed all 
over Europe. American newspa- 
men can't interview Mr. Hopkins 
here. He just doesn’t submit. 

There is, of course, understand- 
able professional jealousy mired 
up in the reactions of American 
newspapermen to all this. They'd 
naturally like to handle some of 
this news, themselves, be in on 
the play. They've kept more se- 
crets in this war than any news- 
papermen anywhere, because they 
were told more, but still there 
buzzes in their ears—if it still 
doesn't actually happen — that 
screaming over the telephone from 
the managing editor back home: 

“I didn’t send you down there, 
big shot, to keep stories out of the 
paper. Tell us all that big stuff 
you know.” 

But there is something much 
more fundamental here. 

It has to do with getting to the 
American people from .American 
sources the story of the diplomacy 
in this war, along with the mili- 


It ex- 


: 


tary story. The diplomatic story, 
what’s going to happen in the 
peace, is becoming more and more 
important. It affects all of us far 
into the future. It’s what the 
fighting is all about. , 

Months after the ‘meetings at 
Cairo, at Teheran and at Quebec 
there began to leak out rumors of 
what happened, rumors about 
what President Roosevelt had 
agreed to, important things if true. 
These reports usually came from’ 
the British, who have a way of 
keeping their press and people in 
formed about lots of things, as sto- 
ries now about the issues at the 
Big Three meeting are coming out 
of London, 

It’s smart. We ought to be 
smart, too. 

Treatment of news relating to 
foreign affairs is always a prob- 
lem. Some things in negotiations 
among nations have to be kept 
back, temporarily, in order not to 
defeat ultimate objectives. 

But the American public has 
been kept too much in the dark, 
considering the stake it has in this 
war and in the peace,

Everything | 
A Racket 


Twelve years ago, when Frank- 
lin'D. Roosevelt was inaugurated 
for the first time on the bedizen- 
ed pine scaffold on Capitol Hill, 
any act of sordid treachery to the 
old ‘varsity spirit by a group of 
student athletes would have struck 
the people of the United States 
like the blow of a sawed-off pool 
cue, 


Now it is just news conforming 
to the pattern of the day. 

We had no ideals then or illu- 
sions, if you will. 

Our government had been con- 
taminated time and again. Pro- 
fessional foot-racing had thrived 
and died of its own poison. Horse 
racing, a gambling devise dappled 
o'er with respectability and aris- 
tocracy, was inevitably corrupt. 
Prize fighting, as a sport or ex- 
citement, had had its alternating 
periods of prestige and disrepute. 
Baseball, still one of our purest 
institutions today, had been foul- 
ed, rescued, exploited, again be- 
trayed and, finally, under Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, re 
deemed as a national treasure al- 
most as significant as the Stars 
and Stripes. 

I am not exaggerating. 

My contemporaries will agree 
that the people were more deeply 


aroused by the infidelity of the|> 


erring members of the White Sox 
in the World Series of 1919 against 
the Cincinnati Reds than they 
were by the revelations, later, of 
the conspiracies of the Harding 
regime. We had shuddered, shrug- 
ged and come through many 
crises of dishonest administration 
in local, state and national gov- 
ernment. But baseball was re 
garded as a.national treasure and 
trust. The: men who conspired 
to throw the games were con- 
demned to historic disrepute. Un- 
like many others and more griev- 
ous offenders against more impor- 
tant articles of our sentimental 
faith, they were branded and 
barred forever, although, actually. 
they had only taken'revenge on a 
stingy and arrogant employer who 
paid them miserable wages and 
supped them with a long spoon. 

In the old Frank Merriwell 
weeklies gamblers had, to be sure, 
tried to bribe the heroes of our 
adolescence to throw games of 
baseball and football] but always 
had been thwarted. But this was 
fantastic fiction. The basic idea 
was unthinkable. 


All this while, however, and 
from the days of ‘08 when the 
troops came back from Cuba, our 
intercollegiate sport had been pro- 
ceeding under a nasty attempt at 
compromise between honesty and 
deceitful pretense. 

Our great universities, public as 
well as private, resorted to prac- 
tices which we called proselyting, 
recruiting and _. professionalism. 
Great educators, including clergy- 
men, who should have had a fine 
sense of honor and responsibility, 
would connive at bargains vith 
your physical giants who thus 
were coasted through their classes 
with false scholastic ratings so 
that they were awarde degrees 
which they had not earned, in or- 
de that they might be kept eligi- 
ble under the “rules” to play 
football. They squinted at covert 
subsidies and salaries to young 
professionals hired for the pur- 
pose of advertising their schools 


and improving their own spurious, 


distinction as educators. 

The effect on a more and more 
cynical public was less harmful 
than the impression of their dis- 
honesty on their own legitimate 
undergraduate students. The stu- 
dents were teenies and twenties 
and inquisitive and wise, the girls 
as well as the boys. They knew 
that their preceptors were hypo- 
crites still. In those days we 
never entertained the thought that 
even a subsidized player would 
throw a game for a bribe from a 
gambler. 

In the era of wonderful non- 
sense some of wus were called 
cynics and destructive critics be- 
cause we jibed and sneered at 
mock-amateurism and snide-pro- 
fessionalism. That was a strange 
way of putting it because the 
cynicism was on the other side 
and they were destroying faith 
by their tolerance of hypocrisy. 
Similarly, in these recent years, 
one is accused of cynicism if one 
attacks cynicism in government 
and of disrespect for the presi- 
dency if one protests against 
sordid, personal exploitation of 
that office in leering contempt for 
its dignity. 

Those who condoned the col- 
legiate sport system held that a 
little cheating and a little more 
cheating was only an amiable 
folly which well justified itself in 
the fine new buildings, the ath- 
letic equipment, the swimming 
pools and other substantial profits 
of a corrosive example to the 
young. I find that some Demo- 
cratic voters of today have the 
same mental attitude regarding 
personal graft in office masked as 
legitimate earnings, toward the 
bribery of voters by relief grants 
and the extortion of enormous 
campaign funds for the ruling 
party through compulsory assess- 
ments levied on men and women 
who may be thrown out of work 
for failure to pay. Look what 
we got in return: Social security, 
bank insurance and collective bar- 
gaining. 

In the beginning I referred to 
Roosevelt’s first inauguration and 
our almost unanimous faith in his 
campaign promises, his party plat- 
form and his protestations of pur- 
pose. Almost immediately these 
all were betrayed. Never before 
has our government had such a 
great personal, moral influence on 
the young men and women of the 
United States and this cynicism, 
greed, sordiness and flippancy in 
grave matters of trust is reflected, 
im miniature, in the confessions of 
a group of young college players 
who faked basketball games for 
the benefit of gamblers who 
bribed them. This is not a new 
feat of corruption. Only the field 
is new and these pioneers can 
point to high example.

SAN FRANCISCO.—These four ' 


months of furlough in America, 
away from the war, have gone like 
the wind. They have been full to 
overflowing. So full, in fact, that 
hardly anything has happened 
that 1 had hoped would happen. 

There has been no rest, There 
has been no time for composure. 
No day has been long enough to 
finish the things required in that 
day. 

I've had the one magnificent 
privilege of being away from the 
war, but aside from that I've had 
more duties and worked harder 
here at home on “vacation” than 
most of the time at the front. 

Normal life for me has disap 
peared, The bulk of my time is 
now given to other people. It’s, 
almost impossible to count on a 
single hour alone. To get half a 
day uninterrupted with my own 
family I hav~ to plan it days ahead 
and then bar the gates. 


If the intrusions were by mere 
publicity-seekers, ‘hen I could be 
tough. But the pressure upon me 
is not from publicity-seekers or 
the curious. 


Ninety per cent of the people 
who phone, write, visit or stop me 
in public places have legitimate 
reasons for doing so. They are 
people who have done kind little 
things for me, They are people 
who just want to tell me, in com- 
plete sincerity, that they think I've 
done a good job—and a fellow 
never gets tired of hearing that. 

They are people whose sons I’ve 
known overseas; they are people 
who write to tell me their sons are 
dead; they are people who want 
help in something they're doing 
for the war; they are people who 
have a part in this pattern of war 
that has grown up around me, 

Yes, 90 per cent of the destruc- 
tion of my private life is from 
pure goodness and sincerity in 
people, and from unavoidable du- 
ties that have become as much a 
part of my job as the job itself.
